. BAST. 


The following appears in Chamber's 


| Journal of August, from the pen of C. 


Wright :-— : 

Bet in a large bay, walled in on the 
south by o chain of islands, some 
times, according to the shadows and 
the light, appearing to be miles away, 
at other times thrown up in hold 
relief, seemingly near; flanked on the 
west by a small chain of vardura-clad 
isles, forming a tink like a series of 
stepping atones a rose the shimmering 
sea between Singapore and the Dutch 
Telonds ; and Eounded on the enet by 
Tanjong Katong’s pslm-girt edge, is 
on expanse of water rightly termed 
the Gateway of the Far Enst 

Tn and ont. of this natural harbour 
come and go most ships that. 1ui 
Enact, displaying many diffe.ent flage 
astern. This is thy great radiating 
trade centre of all the territories lying 
between India snd Chins, a truly 
great port, with a greater future be- 
fore it. 

By Tanjong Rhu thera is a forest of 
masts of the Chinese junke lying in 
the bend of the bay. Queer-looking 
snilors these janke are, with their higb 
raited. poo,s astorn—reminiscent of 
small Spanish galleons that sailed the 
Main in tho good old days of Queen 
Biss. Many and strange indeed are 
the places these hardy Celestials 
journey to in the quest of the dollar. 

To the Never-heard-of Isles that 
atud the emerald sca to the south ; up 
the mangrove-fringed turbid rivers of 
Borneo, the land of the orang-outany 
and Dyak bead-hunters; away to the 
dark, gloomy foreata of Papua, the 
haunt of the birds of parades and can- 
nibals, Perhaps to tho west, to the 
Andamans (long the convict settlo- 
ment of India), and the Nicobars, or 
the swampy const and rivers of 
Sumatra, up creeks and. streams that 
know not the white man. Down to 
the Spice Islands, the Mecca of the 
Portuguese navigators of the fitreenth 
century, the Moluccas, aud Celebes, 
where in quiet nooks and hidden 
places they meot tho aborigines and 
barter with them, bringing their 
merchandise into Singapore to ex- 
change for more gain. 

Coming farther east, one enters the 
breakwater, wherein lying tugging at 
their sacho a, are a host of emall 
steamers. Mary there are, all shaper 
and sizea, ranging from three hundred 
tone to over one thousand. These. 
little ships sro'the island boats—the 
rasjority display the Duteb flag—the 
carticrs of rich merchandise from 
Java, Sumatra, the Spice Islands, 
and all those little isles which etretch 
eastward from Java to the Molaccas 

Many and varied are the things 
they bring, and all day long, os the 
serang’s whistle pipes, the clatter and 
rattle ot winches is heard, and over 
the wide, into great unwieldy Chiuese 
and Tamil lighters, go bales, boxes, 
sacke, matting encasing popper, mace. 
cloves, cinnamon, cassia, coffes, ta, 
skins, dragon's blood jelotong, gulta 
per ba, gambier, rice, tapioca, Fayos, 
and oll the reat’ of the commodities 
that coms through this port—the 
wealth of the Indies. Some of the 
filled lighters’ are towed up 
the river and discharge 
their cargoes into ao mer. 
chani’s godown; whilst others are 
taken over to where the big ocean: 
going steamers, outside the break- 
water, received their load, to trickle 
later into the markets of Europe snd 
the United States, South America, 
South Africa, or Australasia, for this 
port is the hub of the ebipping world, 
radiating ont direct service to all 
corne,a of the globe. 

In among these small ships one can 
pick out the blue. white and black 
fonnelled boats of the lo.el Stra‘ts 
Steamship Company, painted white 
their hulls, with that curious accom- 
modation built up over the bow, ad 
oneetumpy mast, But they have a 
very good name for being sarviceable, 
practicat, and thoroughly comfortable. 
Under the red ensign also are comic 
littl boats with great Chinese 
hierogly phics painted on their sides ; 
p these brlong to Chiness companics 
and ply between here and Rangoon. 
Bangkok, Saigon Canton, Swatow,:

DIVORCE IN TOGOLAND. 


In,the first reportou the British 
mandated splicro of Togoland, com- 
piled by Mr. O.D. Trotter, District 
Commissioner of the Gold Const, there 
ate some interesting notes on native 
social conditions, in the formerGerman 


colony. Polygamy, it appears, is 
universal, and a man keeps a3 many 
wives as he canafford, The average 
is about two, There are no specific 
grounds for divorce, the mere 
disinclination of one of the parties to 
continue the union being sufficient to 
warront it being dissolved. “Viewed 
from our standarde, one would call 
the people unmoral rather than im- 
moral. Unfaithfolness on the part of 
a wife is not considered particularly 
domogivg to her character, unless it 
is repeated o number of times. It is 
atoned for by the payment of damages 
by the paramour, the lady's word a8 
to identity of the individual and 
the trath of the accuration being 
proof of the offence. There isa fixed 
scala for the different classes, namely: 
£6 inthe caseofa head chief, 50s. 
for a sub-chief, 30a. for the more 
educated and influential classea, and 
4a, 6d, for the proletariat. This ap 
plics whether the individual of the 
class mentioned is the offender or is 
offended against.”

T feel confident, said the Bishop of 
Kensington, speaking st the first 
annual meeting. of the Qpiritval 
Healing Fellowship, ‘That we are at 
the beginning of a new era of our 
‘Okirch.”
